SUPPLIES ARRIVED. 


W a sh in g t o n , Sept. 28.—The. act of 
the Spanish minister for foreign affairs, 
the Duke Almodovar de Rio, in giving 
some publicity to the instructions to the 
Spanish peace commissioners as to the 
disposition of the Philippines appears 
to be an attempt to draw out the Ameri­ 
can commissioners’ position. 
There is a veiled threat in the last in­ 
struction, not under any circumstances 
to allow the United States to interfere 
with any disposition of the islands out­ 
side of those retained by the United 
States, such as Luzon, that Spain may 
see fit to make. 
This is believed to be 
an invitation to some of the continental 
powers to step forward in support of 
Spain in this extremity, in the hope of 
receiving as a quid pro quo some one of 
the Philippines as a coaling or naval 
station. 
While the American commissioners 
have kept their instructions from the 
public, something is known of their 
general character, and it may be stated 
that while the president has nowhere 
directly admitted any obligation to the 
insurgents, yet, so long as they carry 
out their part and avoid a rupture with 
our forces at Manila, he feels that in 
any arrangement that shall be made by 
the peace commission for the final dis­ 
position of the islands the insurgents 
shall not be placed at the mercy of the 
Spanish government witnout guarantee 
for their proper treatment. 
By an ex- 
tensou of this same view, it is unlikely 
that he would care to allow them to be 
turned over to another power that might 
oppressively 
treat 
them, 
especially 
without the consent of the natives. 
Then there are, as the naval experts 
have 
pointed 
out, 
strong 
strategic 
reasons why the United States should 
refuse to sanction the cession of any of 
the Philippine islands to any other 
nation to serve as a naval base. 
It has 
been explained to the American peace 
commissioners that by the possession of 
the island of Luzon on the north and 
the island of Palawan on the south the 
United States would control the great 
gateway for the large traffic that passes 
between China and Australia, as well 
as tile myriad islands of the South Pa­ 
cific. 
It is noted at the state department 
that the Spanish minister for foreign 
affairs is reported to have directed the 
Spanish peace commissioners “to make 
a firm stand regarding the Cuban debt 
and the Philippine loan of 1896, if 
Luzon is ceded to America.”

W a s h in g to n , Sept. 28.—The. act of 
the Spanish minister for foreign affairs, 
the Duke Almodovar de Rio, in giving 
some publicity to the instructions to the 
Spanish peace commissioners as to the 
disposition of the Philippines appears 
to be an attempt to draw out the Ameri­ 
can commissioners’ position. 
There is a veiled threat in the last in­ 
struction, not under any circumstances 
to allow the United States to interfere 
with any disposition of the islands out­ 
side of those retained by the United 
States, such as Luzon, that Spain may 
see tit to make. 
This is believed to be 
an invitation to some of the continental 
powers to step forward in supi>ort of 
Spain in this extremity, in the nope of 
receiving as a quid pro quo some one of 
tile Philippines as a coaling or naval 
station. 
While the American commissioners 
have kept their instructions from the 
public, something is known of their 
general character, and it may be stated 
chat while the president has nowhere 
directly admitted any obligation to the 
insurgents, yet, so long as they carry 
out their part and avoid a rupture with 
our forces at Manila, he feels that in 
any arrangement that shall be made by 
the peace commission for the final dis­ 
position of the islands the insurgents 
shall not be placed at the mercy of the 
Spanish government witnout guarantee 
for their proper treatment. 
Bv an ex- 
frensou of this same view, it is unlikely 
that he would care to allow them to be 
turned over to another power that might 
oppressively 
treat 
them, 
especially 
without the consent of the natives. 
Then there are, as the naval experts 
have 
pointed 
out, strong 
strategic 
reasons why the United States should 
refuse to sanction the cession of any of 
the Philippine islands to any other 
nation to serve as a naval base. 
It has 
been explained to the American peace 
commissioners that by the possession of 
the island of Luzon on the north and 
the islaud of Palawan on tile south the 
United States would control the great 
gateway for the large traffic that passes 
between China and Australia, as well 
as the myriad islands of the South Pa­ 
cific. 
It is noted at tile state department 
that the Spanish minister for foreign 
affairs is reported to have directed the 
Spanish peace commissioners “to make 
a firm stand regarding the Cuban debt 
and the Philippine loan of 1896, if 
Luzon is ceded to America.” Judge 
Day, before leaving, in answer to a 
question as to whether any matters rela­ 
tive to Cuba would come before the 
commission, pointed to the language of 
the protocol to show that the proper 
function of the commission was to be 
found in the disposal of the future of 
the Philippine islands, intimating that 
no question touching Cuba in any phase 
would be considered by the commission.

W a s h in g to n , Sept. 28.—A compre­ 
hensive program for moving troops to 
Cuba has been outlined by the war de­ 
partment, and its initial features have 
been decided upon.

We saw the whole 
of the enemy moving toward na Inas­ 
much as their front extended over three 
miles and was interspersed with in­ 
numerable banners and the glittering 
sheen of steel, they presented one of the 
grandest spectacles it is possible to im­ 
agine as they advanced over the undu­ 
lating plain. Scattered along their front 
were the mounted emirs and bodies of 
Baggara cavalry. 
The khalifa’s big 
black banner was in the center of the 
five divisions into which the enemy’s 
lines appeared to be ranged. Their force 
was well marshaled and magnificently 
led. Indeed it might well have been a 
trained European army. 
Upon their 
left were a gun and blue and white ban­ 
ners carried by the troops under the 
Sheik el Din, the khalifa’s son. Upon 
their right, which ultimately bore down 
npon the British soldiers, was the kha­ 
lifa’s brother, Yacoub. 
The flanks of the sirdar’s army rested 
upon the river, and there were a few 
mnd huts which were inclosed within 
the limits of the camp. Fronting to the 
south were the British troops. Their 
line extended from near the Nile some 
600 yards to the west, prolonging the 
formation, which resembled three sides 
of an irregular shaped square, an ar­ 
rangement that had been adopted on ac­ 
count of fire requirements. 
The morning broke in somewhat low­ 
ering fashion. It was at 5:30 a. rn. that 
the conflict was begun by Major Elms- 
lie’s howitzers. 
These fired Lyddite 
shells from the east bank against the 
forts at Omdurman, whioh, together 
with the forts upon Tuti island and the 
east bank of the Nile, had already been 
knocked about daring the bombardment 
of Thursday. The tomb of the Mabdi 
soon had one side blown in. This edifice 
possessed a cone shaped dome, with four 
small cupolas around its base. 
There can be no doubt that the khalifa 
committed a fatal error in overestimat­ 
ing the rate of progress of his own army 
and in discounting the better disciplined 
valor of ours. Sir H. Kitchener and his 
staff occupied a position near the center 
of our front. The first of the enemy who 
were seen from our camp were their 
center and left. The British soldiers 
were now led forward a few paces, and 
they formed a double rank behind the 
sari ba, where they sat down, waiting 
for the khedivial battalions of Maxwell’s 
brigade. The other Egyptians had al­ 
ready lined their shallow trench. They 
had no zariba, and the English had no 
trench. 
It was at 6 :30 a. rn. and at a range 
of 3,700 yards that Major Williams’ 
batteries began firing—-for a few min­ 
utes slowly—at the main body. 
The 
shells burst well, causing a visible 
tremor iu the dervish ranks, but the 
enemy never halted. They only closed 
up and came on faster. Then our guns, 
both Maxim-Nordenfelt8 and 15 pound­ 
ers, began a tremendous fusillade, deal­ 
ing a rapid fire of shrapnel and common 
shell. 
Whole bunches of the enemy 
shrunk back and dropped under the 
frightful hail of missiles. Yet their 
standards still were bravely daunted, 
other men taking the place of the killed. 
At 6:45 in the morning the dervishes 
were seen upon Surgbam hill, and then 
the whole body of them swarmed over 
the hill like ants. They shouted upon 
seeing us beneath them, although at a 
distance of 1,600 yards. 
Their 150 
mounted leaders called upon them to 
rush the batteries which plied them 
with an awful and continuous discharge, 
the Maxims rattling like a furious hail­ 
storm. 
The First Grenadier guards 
treated the dervishes to long range vol 
leys, and then all the British infantry 
opened fire as the enemy boldly ran in. 
But the shell fire had already told its 
deadly tale, and the whole of the enemy 
within range began moving to the west, 
across our front, leaving, however, their 
riflemen, who, from a fairly good shel­ 
ter, opened a sharp fusillade. The bul­ 
lets came whistling about-our ears, 
bringing with them wounds and death. 
Our gunboats paid good attention to 
the enemy’s sharpshooters. Still the 
central body of the dervishes, despite 
all the firing, forged onward, although 
perhaps they were moving more cau­ 
tiously and taking advantage of the lit­ 
tle cover there was in the vicinity. Ya­ 
coub, the khalifa’s brother, joined them, 
and Osman or Sheik el Din, the khali­ 
fa’s son, came up and threatened the 
east face of our squara 
All the batteries and most of our in­ 
fantry were now shooting rapidly, both 


being used. There was a tornado of 
shells from the artillery, and the der­ 
vish horsemen and footmen were drop­ 
ping, wonnded or dead, in companies 
and battalions. They never got nearer 
than 800 yards from the direct British 
force; but, wedged and massed together, 
they drew closer to Maxwell’s brigade, 
where the fanatics and fierce warriors 
fell, only 250 yards away from the 
trench ere the enemy halted and took 
cover. 
But the battle was not yet ended. 
The dervishes still directed their course 
westward, many going toward the dis­ 
tant low bills, three miles away, with 
the shells pelting them all the way. It 
was a crucial stage of the main attack. 
The central masses of the enemy, prob­ 
ably hoping to rush the khedivial troops 
on their front, pressed forward. Daring 
bands carried the khalifa’s standard 
and other banners within 1,000 yards 
of our lines, and the dervishes essayed 
repeatedly to close with us and only de­ 
sisted because of the awful dead around 
the standard or else feigned death in 
the position on our right. 
At 8:30 a. rn., the Twenty-first lan­ 
cers having cleared the British front up 
to the hill, our whole force marched 
out to proceed straight for Omdurman, 
which was then distant about four 
miles. Our left, otherwise Lyttelton’s 
brigade, was thrown considerably for­ 
ward. The nature of the ground created 
difficulties in handling the transport, 
which somewhat retarded the advance 
of the brigades following. Sharp to 
take advantage, the dervishes seized 
this moment to throw their entire 
strength against our right once more. 
All on#1 guns and Maxims that could be 
brought to bear, assisted by the gun­ 
boats, played npon the dervishes, who, 
in some cases, were four and eight deep. 
The range was long, over 2, OOO yards, 
but volleys were directed against them, 
and it was plain that the dervishes hated 
our infantry’s fusillade. The khalifa’s 
black flag, which bad in the first ad­ 
vance been planted within 1,200 yards 
of our front, still waved aloft. A pile 
of stones had been heaped around its 
tall bamboo staff, but with the excep­ 
tion of a few of the enemy who were 
shamming death all had been killed or 
wounded. The staff and flag were rid­ 
dled with bullet boles, and 50 heaped 
up dead, including the khalifa’s broth­ 
er, Yacoub, lay there. One fanatic had 
leaned carelessly against the staff, hold­ 
ing it by one hand for some time, but 
he, like others, fell, pierced by many 
wounds. For a few minutes it looked as 
if Macdonald’s brigade must be broken 
before the mass of the enemy who were 
doubling upon them. 
Put in a summarized form, the fol­ 
lowing was the sequence of events: 
Our guns and Maxims were brought 
to bear upon the enemy, and Wanchope 
and Lewis marched swiftly to help the 
environed men. 
Handling his crack 
brigade with great skill, Macdonald 
wheeled, meeting, one after the other, 
three successive attacks which were 
hurled against him. The bravest of the 
dervishes fell within a few paces of his 
unbroken lines, and the only anxious 
moment of the day ended happily. Be­ 
yond doubt, all the chief honors of the 
seven hours’ fighting belonged to Mac 
donald’s brigade. When the dervishes 
were broken against the steel front of 
the first khedivial brigade and Wau- 
cbope’s and other troops drew near, for 
the first time I -saw them deliberately 
turn, stop and run from the field. There­ 
after the cavalry and infantry pressed 
on toward Omdurman, the bulk of the 
enemy going out of range away to the 
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west With these men the Egyptian 
troopers and camelry dealt 
During the farther advance there was 
a little shooting, a few stubborn der­ 
vishes lying down or jumping up to 
take shots at us and then, in some 
cases, craving for quarter. By I p. rn. 
the sirdar was at the outskirts of the 
vast, dirty, mud built city of Omdur 
man. There was yet a little more firing 
while the army halted to get water and 
to have a meal, as the men had had 
nothing to eat since 4 :30 a. rn. By 3 p 
rn. it was known that communications 
had passed between the sirdar and the 
chief natives, who were anxious to sur­ 
render, but the khalifa had entered his 
residence and was preparing to fight. 
The sirdar und staff rode forward into 
the vast labyrinth of muck walls, lanes 
and houses, attended only by Maxwell’s 
brigade aud a battery. It was found 
that the great interior brick and stone 
wall erected around Abdullah’s quar­ 
ters had been insufficiently destroyed. 
Guided by Slatin Pasha, whom many 
of the natives greeted, a detonr was 
made for the khalifa’s house. Desultory 
firing from the dervishes went on, but 
our troops pushed ahead, and the guns 
began knocking the house about, by ac­ 
cident nearly causing the death of the 
sirdar and bis staff. 
It was nightfall ere an entry was 
effected and Neufejd was released, and 
the main body of our soldiers bivouack­ 
ed just outside the city, which the Su­ 
danese held during the night while fir­ 
ing was still going on.—Special Omdur­ 
man Dispatch to London Telegraph, 
Sept. 7. 


The peace commissioners 
secretaries and attaches, who saaled re­ 
cently on their way to Paris to nego­ 
tiate the treaty of peace with Spain, 
will not lack for pocket money. Presi­ 
dent McKinley was determined that the 
representatives of the United States 
should travel in a style proper to the 
dignity of this country and the impor­ 
tance of the mission that they have to 
accomplish. 
They are to lack nothing to adequate­ 
ly maintain their official position, and 
even the messengers are to be given lib­ 
eral allowances for their personal ex­ 
penses. Funds to the amount of $250,- 
000, it is understood, have been depos­ 
ited to the credit of Judge Day in one 
of the Paris banks, and he has unlim it­ 
ed authority to draw more if that is not 
sufficient. 
Despite the fact that to some extent 
at least the peace commissioners will be 
the guests of the French government, it 
is expected that it will cost the United 
States $250,000 to negotiate the treaty 
of peace with Spain. The French gov­ 
ernment has placed the celebrated Salon 
des Ambassadeurs at the disposal of the 
commission as a place in which to hold 
their meetings. This courtesy has re­ 
lieved the commission of one item of 
expense. Despite this, however, it is 
said that the expenses of the commis­ 
sioners and their staff will amount to 
something over $1,000 a day during 
their stay in Paris. 
From a reliable source of informa­ 
tion it is learned that a daily allowance 
bas been made to the various members 
of the commission as follows: 
To each of the commissioners, $150 a 
day; to Secretary Moore, $75; to As­ 
sistant Secretary MacArthur, $50; to 
Disbursing Officer Brannigan and Chief 
Translator Rodriguez, $25; to each of 
the nine interpreters, attaches, stenog­ 
raphers, etc., $10, and to the two mes­ 
sengers, $5 per day, making a total of 
$1,025 per day, or, for the 90 days that 
they are expected to be away, a grand 
total of $92,250. This is for the personal 
expenses alone of the various members 
and does not include any salaries. 
Because most of the members of the 
commission are already in the govern­ 
ment service they will get no additional 
salaries for their work with the peace 
commission. 
Thus Commissioners Da­ 
vis, Frye and Gray, who are drawing 
salaries as United States senators, will 
not receive any additional compensation 
beyond the payment of their daily ex­ 
penses. The same is true of all the 
minor attaches, each of whom is em­ 
ployed in one of the departments in 
Washington and whose regular salaries 
are continued during their absence on 
this mission. 
The only men attached to the com­ 
mission who will receive salaries for 
their services are Judge Day, the presi­ 
dent of the commission; Whitelaw 
Reid and Mr. Moore, who resigned hit 
place as assistant secretary of state tc 
accompany the commission as its secre­ 
tary and counselor.

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committed a fatal error in overestimat­ 
ing the rate of progress of his own army 
and in discounting the better disciplined 
valor of ours. Sir H. Kitchener and his 
staff occupied a position near the center 
of our front. The first of the enemy who 
were seen from our camp were their 
center and left. The British soldiers 
were now led forward a few paces, aud 
they formed a double rank behind the 
zariba, where they sat down, waiting 
for the khedivial battalions of Maxwell’s 
brigade. The other Egyptians had al­ 
ready lined their shallow trench. They 
had no zariba, and the English had no 
trench. 
It was at 6 :30 a. rn. and at a range 
of 2,700 yards that Major Williams’ 
batteries began firing-—for a few min­ 
utes slowly—at the main body. 
The 
shells burst well, causing a visible 
tremor in the dervish ranks, but the 
enemy never halted. They only closed 
up and came on faster. Then our guns, 
both Maxim-Nordenfelts and 15 pound­ 
ers, began a tremendous fusillade, deal­ 
ing a rapid fire of shrapnel and common 
shell. 
Whole bunches of the enemy 
shrank back aud dropped under the 
frightful hail of missiles. 
Yet their 
standards still were bravely flaunted, 
other men takiug the place of the killed. 
At 6:45 in the morning the dervishes 
were seen upon Surgham hill, and then 
the whole body of them swarmed over 
the hill like ants. They shouted upon 
seeing us beneath them, although at a 
distance of 1,600 yards. 
Their 150 
mounted leaders called npon them to 
rush the batteries which 
plied them 
with an awful and continuous discharge, 
the Maxims rattling like a furious hail­ 
storm. 
The First Grenadier guards 
treated the dervishes to long rango vol 
leys, aud then all the British infantry 
opened fire as the enemy boldly ran in. 
But the shell fire had already told its 
deadly tale, and the whole of the enemy 
within range began moving to the west, 
across our front, leaving, however, their 
riflemen, who, from a fairly good shel­ 
ter, opened a sharp fusillade. The bul­ 
lets came whistling about* our ears, 
bringing with them wounds and death. 
Our gunboats paid good attention to j 
the enemy’s sharpshooters. Still the I 
central body of the dervishes, despite 
all the tiring, forged onward, although ; 
perhaps they were moving more eau- i 
tiously and taking advantage of the lit- j 
tie cover there was in the vicinity. Ya : 
coub, the khalifa’s brother, joined them, 
and Osman or Sheik el Din, the khali­ 
fa’s son, came up and threatened the 
east face of our square. 
All the batteries and most of oar in­ 
fantry were now shooting rapidly, both 
section volleys and independent firing 


three successive attacks which were 
hurled against him. The bravest of the 
dervishes fell within a few paces of his 
unbroken lines, and the only anxious 
moment of the day ended happily. Be­ 
yond doubt, all the chief honors of the 
seven hours’ fighting belonged to Mac­ 
donald’s brigade. When the dervishes 
were broken against the steel front of 
the first khedivial brigade and Wau- 
chope’s and other troops drew near, for 
the first time I saw them deliberately 
turn, stop and run from the field. There­ 
after the cavalry and infantry pressed 
on toward Omdurman, the bulk of the 
enemy going out of range away to the 
west 
With these men the Egyptian 
troopers and camelry dealt. 
During the further advance there was 
a little shooting, a few stubborn der­ 
vishes lying down or jumping up to 
take shots at us and then, in some 
cases, craving for quarter. By I p. rn. 
the sirdar was at the outskirts of the 
vast, dirty, mud built city of Omdur­ 
man. There was yet a little more firing 
while the army halted to get water and 
to have a meal, as the men had had 
nothing to eat since 4 :30 a. rn. By 3 p. 
rn. it was known that communications 
had passed between the sirdar aud the 
chief natives, who were anxious to sur­ 
render, but the khalifa had entered his 
residence and was preparing to fight. 
The sirdar and staff rode forward into 
the vast labyrinth of mud, walls, lanes 
aud houses, attended only by Maxwell’s 
brigade aud a battery. 
It was found 
that the great interior brick and stone 
wall erected around Abdullah’s quar­ 
ters had been insufficiently destroyed. 
Guided by Slatin Pasha, whom many 
of the natives greeted, a detour was 
made for the khalifa’s house. Desultory 
firing from the dervishes went on, but 
our troops pushed ahead, and the guns 
began knocking the house about, by ac­ 
cident nearly causing toe death of the 
sirdar and bis staff. 
It was nightfall ere an entry was 
effected and Neufe^d was released, and 
the main body of our soldiers bivouack­ 
ed just outside the city, which the Su­ 
danese held during the night while fir­ 
ing was still going on.—Special Omdur­ 
man Dispatch to London Telegraph, 
Sept. 7.

The peace commissioners and their 
secretaries and attaches, who sailed re­ 
cently on their way to Paris to nego­ 
tiate the treaty of peace with Spain, 
will not lack for pocket money. Presi­ 
dent McKinley was determined that the 
representatives of the United States 
should travel in a style proper to the 
dignity of this country and the impor­ 
tance of the mission that they have to 
accomplish. 
They are to lack nothing to adequate­ 
ly maintain their official position, and 
even the messengers are to be given lib­ 
eral allowances for their personal ex­ 
penses. Funds to the amount of $250,- 
000, it is understood, have been depos­ 
ited to the credit of Judge Day in one 
of the Paris banks, and he has unlimit­ 
ed authority to draw more if that is not 
sufficient. 
Despite the fact that to some extent 
at least the peace commissioners will be 
the guests of the Frenob government, it 
is expected that it will cost the United 
States $250,000 to negotiate the treaty 
of peace with Spain. The French gov­ 
ernment has placed the celebrated Salon 
des Arabassadenrs at the disposal of the 
commission as a place in which to hold 
their meetings. This courtesy has re­ 
lieved the commission of one item of 
expense. Despite this, however, it is 
said that the expenses of the commis­ 
sioners and their staff will amount to 
something over $1,000 a day during 
their stay in Paris. 
From a reliable source of informa 
tion it is learned that a daily allowance 
bas been made to the various members 
of the commission as follows: 
To each of the commissioners, $150 a 
day; to Secretary Moore, $75; to As­ 
sistant Secretary MacArthur, $50; to 
Disbursing Officer Brannigan and Chief 
Translator Rodriguez, $25; to each of 
the nine interpreters, attaches, stenog­ 
raphers, etc., $10, and to the two mes­ 
sengers, $5 per day, making a total of 
$1,025 per day, or, for the 90 days that 
they are expected to be away, a grand 
total of $92,250. This is for the personal 
expenses alone of ihe various members 
and does not include any salaries. 
Because most of the members of the 
commission are already in the govern­ 
ment service they will get no additional 
salaries for their work with the peace 
commission. 
Thus Commissioners Da­ 
vis, Frye aud Gray, who are drawing 
salaries as United States senators, will 
not receive any additional compensation 
beyond the payment of their daily ex­ 
penses. The same is true of all the 
minor attaches, each of whom is em­ 
ployed in one of the departments in 
Washington and whose regular salaries 
are continued during their absence on 
this mission. 
The only men attached to the com­ 
mission who will receive salaries for 
their services are Judge Day, the presi­ 
dent of the commission; Whitelaw 
Reid and Mr. Moore, who resigned hit 
place as assistant secretary of state tc 
accompany the commission as its secre­ 
tary and counselor. 
It is expected that Commissioners 
Day and Reid will be given a fee of 
$25,000 each for their work on the com­ 
mission, and that Secretary Moore, upon 
whom mach of the work of preparing 
the documents in the American case has 
devolved, will receive a fee of $20,000. 
Mr. Corbin, son of Adjutant General 
Corbin, who accompanies the commis­ 
sion as an attache, will probably get 
$1,500 as a recompense for his services. 
The American government is paying 
the expense of the ladies who are mem­ 
bers of the party, and it is calculated 
that the item of transportation alone foi 
the 35 persons in the party by sea and 
rail will amount to at least $25,000. 
The special expenses of the commission 
in Paris for entertainments, etc., will 
probably be not less than $15,000 oi 
$20,000. 
Taking into consideration the salaries 
that will have to be paid to persons who 
take the places of the attaches of the 
commission during their absence from 
Washington, it will be seen therefore 
that $250,000 will scarcely foot the bill.

S a n t i a g o d k C u b a , Sept. 28.—The 
system of civil government established 
by General Wood is practically com­ 
plete ami in good working order. Major 
McCleary, 
formerly attorney-general 
tor texas, and a Spanish scholar, has 
teen appointed mayor, and the Spanish 
ofiicials are giving place to Cubans. 
The Cubans earnestly requested Gen­ 
eral v\ ood to send to Manzanillo food 
arid clothing. 
They declare there is 
much suffering there, but private ad 
vices received l»y General Wood deny 
absolutely the stories of destitution, and 
declare that work is obtainable, but that 
the Cubans will not work, and he has 
therefore refused to send the supplies 
asked for. 
William Stakeman, before the war 
American consul at Manzanillo, arrived 
here yesterday and paid a visit to Gen­ 
eral Wood.

A Num ber o f Im p ortan t Concerns Are 


A nxious For th e M ovem ent—W here th e 


Mute Comes In . 


Sewer pipe m anufacturers regard the 
present as a tim e opportune for the re 


t i val of a m ovem ent for the oonsolida 
tion of the sew er pipe m aking capacity 
east of the M ississippi river, which 
would be som ething like a $10,000,000 
affair. 
Some im portant concerns which in 
the previous attem pt w ere indifferent 
whether the works w ere consolidated or 
remained independent now look w ith 
decided favor upon the unification idea. 
By this they do not m ean one of the 
forms of organization w hich have been 
popularly dubbed “ combines,” “ pools,” 
“trusts,” or price agreem ents, but they 
nave in m ind the outnght purchase of 
all the properties by an establishm ent 
created for the purpose. 
This is regarded by leading and strong 
m anufacturers in the industry m en­ 
tioned as the only adequate and efficient 
method. 
O ther m ethods have been 
tried hard and persistently enough. 
A 
aeries of meetings, extending through 
several years, were held in Cleveland. 
For a long tim e the im port of these 
gatherings escaped attention. 
About a 
year ago the purpose of establishing a 
selling agency by which all the proper­ 
ties m ight be grouped in organization 
was accidentally brought to public a t­ 
tention. 
Several times it seemed th at 
the effort had attained success, but each 
time a snag was encountered, and the 
last breathing spell has been a rather 
long one. 
The experience of the previ­ 
ous attem pts will be fully utilized next 
tim e. It seems th at the plan which will 
m eet w ith most favor is the purchase 
w ith cash of a large part of the valua­ 
tions to be determ ined. 
W ith the 
properties consolidated it is believed by 
leading figures in the business th at 
sewer pipe company holdings would be 
greatly enhanced in value, desirability, 
and earning capacity. 
A statem ent to the effect that A ttor­ 
ney General M onnett had received in ­ 
form ation of a m ovement in progress 
for the creation of a sewer pipe “ combi­ 
nation” has been received from Colum ­ 
bus. 
There is doubt w hether the infor­ 
m ation which he has relates to some six 
m onths old news, or w hether he really 
has an inkling of a fresh effort. 
Al­ 
though trace of the latter is not to be 
found in excellent Cleveland sources 
of inform ation, it is about time for a 
new m ovem ent to begin. 
As to the al­ 
leged intention of the attorney general 
to arrest any such effort, promotors 
m anifest some am usem ent, for they say 
that any attack upon the actual consoli­ 
dations to which industry unifiers now 
resort would have to be directed at the 
right ot incorporation itself.

Under the system 
introduced by General Wood, who, it 
may be remembered, is a physician, San 
tiago is divided into five sections, each 
one under the general supervision of a 
medical man, who has under him in­ 
spectors of sewers, streets, houses and 
dispensaries and a number of street 
cleaners. Five hundred cubio yards ol 
refuse are burned daily, disinfectant* 
are distributed wherever they are need­ 
ed, aud a heavy fine is imposed for un­ 
cleanliness or for any failure to report 
unhealthful conditions and deaths. 
The results are shown in a decrease in 
the death rate within a month from an 
average of 70 to one of 20 a day. Among 
the troops the principal diseases are ty ­ 
phoid, malarial and yellow fevers and 
dysentery.

W a s h in g t o n , Sept. 28.—A compre­ 
hensive program for moving troops to 
Cuba has be* ii outlined by the war de­ 
partment, and its initial features have 
been decided upon. 
This result is due 
to directions given by the president on 
Sept. 19, to the effect that details of 
troops be made for Cuba. 
Acting on 
this, Major General Miles outlined a 
plan for sending two divisions to Cuba, 
the first under command of Major Gen­ 
eral Wade, if he is through with the 
Caban evacuation commission work in 
time, to legve in October, aud the sec­ 
ond division, under command of Major 
General Fitzhugh Leo, to leave in No­ 
vember. 
Each division will 
embrace about

At daybreak the Twenty-first lancers 
upon the left, and the Egyptian mount­ 
ed troops, as before, away on the right, 
proceeded forward for the purpose of 
scouting. I rode ahead with the lancers 
to and beyond Jebel Surgham, which is 
the last little rocky range between Ker 
reri and Omdurman. We saw the whole 
of the enemy moving toward us. 
Inas 
mach as their front extended over three 
miles and was interspersed with in­ 
numerable banners aud the glittering 
sheen of steel, they presented one of the 
grandest spectacles it is possible to im ­ 
agine as they advanced over the undu­ 
lating plain. Scattered along their front 
were the mounted emirs and bollies of 
Baggara cavalry. 
The khalifa's big 
black banner was in the center of the 
five divisions into which the enemy’s 
lines appeared to be ranged. Their force 
was well marshaled and magnificently 
led. 
Indeed it m ight well have been a 
trained European army. 
Upon their 
left were a gun and bine and white ban­ 
ners carried by the troops nuder the 
Sheik el Din, the khalifa’s son. Upon 
their right, which ultim ately bore down 
upon the British soldiers, was the kha­ 
lifa’s brother, Yacoub. 
The flanks of the sirdar’s army rested 
upon the river, and there were a few 
mud huts which were inclosed within 
the lim its of the camp. Fronting to the 
south were the British troops. 
Their 
line extended from near the Nile some 
600 yards to the west, prolonging the 
formation, which resembled three sides 
of an irregular shaped square, an ar­ 
rangement that had been adopted on ac­ 
count of fire requirements. 
The morning broke in somewhat low­ 
ering fashion. It was at 5:80 a. rn. that 
the conflict was begun by Major Elms- 
lie’s howitzers. 
These fired Lyddite 
shells from the east bank against the 
forts at Omdurman, whioh, together 
w ith the forts upon Tuti island and the 
east hank of the Nile, had already been 
knocked about during the bombardment 
of Thursday. 
The tomb of the Mabdi 
soon had one side blown in. This edifice 
possessed a cone shaped dome, with four 
small cupolas around its base. 
There can be no doubt that the khalifa 
committed a fatal error in overestimat­ 
ing the rate of progress of his own army 
aud in discounting the better disciplined 
valor of ours. Sir H. Kitchener and his 
staff occupied a position near the center 
of our front. The first of the enemy who 
were seen from our camp were their 
center and left. The British soldiers 
were now led forward a few paces, aud 
they formed a double rank behind the 
zariba, where they sat down, waiting 
for the khedivial battalions of Maxwell’s 
brigade. 
The other Egyptians had al­ 
ready lined their shallow trench. They 
had no zariba, aud the English hud no 
trench. 
It was at 6 :30 a. rn. and at a range 
of 2,700 yards that Major W illiam s’ 
batteries began firing—for a few m in­ 
utes slowly—at the main body. 
The 
shells burst well, causing a visible 
tremor in the dervish ranks, hut the 
enemy never halted. 
They only closed 
up aud came on faster. Then our guns, 
both Maxim-Nordenfelts and 15 pound­ 
ers, began a tremendous fusillade, deal­ 
ing a rapid fire of shrapnel and common 
shell. 
Whole bunches of the enemy 
shrunk back aud dropped under the 
frightful hail of missiles. 
Yet their 
standards still were bravely flaunted, ; 
other men taking the place of the killed. , 
At 6:45 in the morning the dervishes 
were seen upuu Surgham hill, aud then 
the whole body of them swarmed over 
the hill like ants. 
They shouted upon 
seeing us beneath them, although at a 
distance of 
1,600 yards. 
Their 150 
mounted leaders called upon them to 
rush the batteries which 
plied them 
with an awful and continuous discharge, { 
the Maxims rattling like a furious hail­ 
storm. 
The First Grenadier guards I 
treated the dervishes to long range vol 
leys, aud then all the British infantry 
opened fire as tho enemy boldly ran in 
But the shell fire had already told its ‘ 
deadly tale, aud the whole of the enemy j 
within range begun moving to the west, 
across our front, leaving, however, their 
riflemen, who, from a fairly good shel* j 
tar, opened a sharp fusillade. The bul­ 
lets came whistling about-our ears, 
bringing with them wounds and death. 
Our gunboats paid good attention to ( 
the enemy’s sharpshooters. 
Still the 
central body of the dervishes, despite 
all the firing, forged onward, although 
perhaps they were moving more eau- I 
tiously and taking advantage of the lit­ 
tle oover there was in tho vicinity. Ya 
coub, the khalifa’s brother, joined them, 
aud Osman or Sheik el Din, th© khali­ 
fa’s son, came up aud threatened the 
east face of our squara 
All the batteries aud most of our in­ 
fantry were now shooting rapidly, both 
section volleys and independent fixing 


; being used. 
There was a 
shells from the artillery, and the der 
vish horsemen and footmen were drop­ 
ping, wounded or dead, in companies 
and battalions. 
They never got nearer 


I than 800 yards from the direct British 
force; but, wedged and massed together, 


I they drew closer to Maxwell’s brigade, 
where the fanatics and fierce warriors 
j fell, only 250 yards away from the 
trench ere the enemy halted and took 
oover. 
But the battle was not yet ended. 
The dervishes still directed their course 
westward, many going toward the dis­ 
tant low hills, three miles away, with 
the shells pelting them all the way. 
It 
was a crucial stage of the main attack. 
The central masses of the enemy, prob­ 
ably hoping to rush the khedivial troops 
on their front, pressed forward. Daring 
bands carried the khalifa’s standard 
and other banners w ithin 1,000 yards 
of our lines, and the dervishes essayed 
repeatedly to close with us and only de­ 
sisted because of the awful dead around 
the standard or else feigned death in 
the position on our right. 
At 8:80 a. rn., the Twenty-first lan­ 
cers having cleared the British front up 
to the hill, our whole force marched 
out to proceed straight for Omdurman, 
which was then distant about four 
miles. 
Our left, otherwise Lyttelton’s 
brigade, was thrown considerably for­ 
ward. The nature of the ground created 
difficulties in handling the transport, 
which somewhat retarded the advance 
of the brigades following. 
Sharp to 
take advantage, the dervishes seized 
this moment to throw their entire 
strength against our right once more. 
All ouf guns and Maxims that could be 
brought to bear, assisted by the gun­ 
boats, played upon the dervishes, who, 
in some cases, were four and eight deep 
The range was long, over 2,000 yards, 
but volleys were directed against them, 
and it was plain that the dervishes hated 
our infantry’s fusillade. 
The khalifa’s 
black flag, which had in the first ad­ 
vance been planted within 1,200 yards 
of our front, Htill waved aloft. 
A pile 
of stones had been heaped around its 
tall bamboo staff, but with the excep­ 
tion of a few of the enemy who were 
shamming death all had been killed or 
wounded. 
The staff and flag were rid ­ 
dled with bullet holes, and 60 heaped 
up dead, including the khalifa’s broth­ 
er, Yacoub, lay there. One fanatic had 
leaned carelessly against the staff, hold­ 
ing it by one hand for some time, hut 
he, like others, fell, pierced by many 
wounds. For a few minutes it looked as 
if Macdonald’s brigade must he broken 
before the mass of the enemy who were 
doubling upon them. 
Put in a summarized form, the fol­ 
lowing was the sequence of events: 
Our guns aud Maxims were brought 
to bear upon the enemy, and Wauchope 
and Lewis marched swiftly to help the 
environed men. 
Handling his crack 
brigade with great skill, Macdonald 
wheeled, meeting, one after the other, 
three successive attacks w-hich were 
hurled against him. The bravest of the 
dervishes fell w ithin a few paces of his 
unbroken lines, aud the only anxious 
moment of the day ended happily. 
Be­ 
yond doubt, all the chief honors of the 
seven hours’ fighting belonged to Mac­ 
donald’s brigade. 
Wheu the dervishes 
were broken against the steel front of 
the first khedivial brigade and Wau- 
chope’s and other troops drew near, for 
the first time I saw them deliberately 
turn, stop and run from the field. There­ 
after the cavalry and infantry pressed 
on toward Omdurman, the hulk of the 
enemy going out of range away to the 
w est 
W ith these men the Egyptian 
troopers and camelry dealt. 
During the further advance there was 
a little shooting, a few stubborn der­ 
vishes lying down or jumping up to 
take shots at us and then, in some 
cases, craving for quarter. 
By I p. in. 
the sirdar was at the outskirts of the 
vast, dirty, mud built city of Omdur­ 
man. There was yet a little more firing 
while the army halted to get water and 
to have a meal, as the men had had 
nothing to eat since 4 :30 a. rn. By 3 p. 
rn. it was known that communications 
had passed between the sirdar aud the 
chief natives, who were anxious to sur­ 
render, hut the khalifa had enters! his 
residence and was preparing to fight. 
The sirdar aud staff rode forward into 
the vast labyrinth of mud, walls, lanes 
and houses, attended only by Maxwell’s 
brigade aud a battery. 
It was found 
that the great interior brick and stone 
wall erected arouud Abdullah's quar­ 
ters hail been insufficiently destroyed. 
Guided by Slatiu Pasha, whom many 
of the natives greeted, a detour was 
made for the khalifa’s house. Desultory 
tiring from the dervishes went on, hut 
our troops pushed ahead, and the guns 
began knocking the house about, by ac­ 
cident nearly causing the death of the 
sirdar and his staff. 
It was nightfall ere an entry was 
effected and Neofe^d was released, and 
the main body of our soldiers bivouack­ 
ed just outside the city, which the Su­ 
danese held duriug the night while fir­ 
ing was still goiug ou.—Special Omdur­ 
man Dispatch to London Telegraph, 
Sept. 7.

The peace commissioners and their 
secretaries and attaches, who sailed re- 
i ceutly on their way to Paris to nego­ 
tiate* the treaty of peace with Spain, 
will not lack for pocket money. Presi­ 
dent McKinley was determined that the 
i representatives of the Lnited States 
should travel in a style proper to the 
dignity of this country and the impor- 
j tance of the mission that they have to 
accomplish. 
They are to lack nothing to adequate­ 
ly m aintain their official position, and 
even the messengers are to be given lib­ 
eral allowances for their personal ex­ 
penses. Funds to the amount of $250,- 
000, it is understood, have been depos­ 
ited to the credit of Judge Day in one 
of the Paris banks, and he has unlim it­ 
ed authority to draw more if that is not 
sufficient. 
Despite the fact that to some extent 
at least the peace commissioners will be 
the guests of the French government, it 
is expected that it will cost the United 
States $250,000 to negotiate the treaty 
of peace with Spain. 
The French gov­ 
ernment has placed the celebrated Salon 
des Amhassadeors at the disposal of the 
commission as a place in which to hold 
their meetings. 
This courtesy has re- 
i lieved the commission of one item of 
expense. 
Despite this, however, it it* 
said that the expenses of the commis- 


I sioners and their staff will amount to 
something over $1,000 a day duriug 
their stay in Paris. 
From a reliable source of informa­ 
tion it is learned that a daily allowance 
bas been made to the various members 
of the commission as follows: 
To each of the commissioners, $150 a 
day; to Secretary Moore, $75; to As­ 
sistant Secretary MacArthur, $50; to 
Disbursing Officer Brannigan aud Chief 
Translator Rodriguez, $25; to each of 
the nine interpreters, attaches, stenog­ 
raphers, etc., $10, aud to the two mes­ 
sengers, $5 per day, making a total of 
$1,025 per day, or, for the 90 days that 
they are expected to be away, a grand 
total of $92,250. This is for the personal 
expenses alone of the various members 
and does not include any salaries. 
Because most of the members of the 
commission are already in the govern­ 
ment service they w ill get no additional 
salaries for their work with the peace 
commission. 
Thus Commissioners Da­ 
vis, Frye and Gray, who are drawing 
salaries as United States senators, will 
not receive any additional compensation 
beyond the payment of their daily ex­ 
penses. 
The same is true of all the 
minor attaches, each of whom is em­ 
ployed in one of the departments in 
Washington and whose regular salaries 
are continued during their absence on 
this mission. 
The only men attached to the com­ 
mission who w ill receive salaries for 
their services are Judge Day, the presi­ 
dent of the commission; 
Whitelaw 
Reid and Mr. Moore, who resigned hi* 
place as assistant secretary of state tc 
accompany the commission as its secre­ 
tary and counselor. 
It is expected that Commissioner* 
Day aud Reid w ill be given a fee of 
$25,000 ©ach for their work on the com­ 
mission, aud that Secretary Moore, upon 
whom mach of the work of preparing 
the documents in the American case ha* 
devolved, will receive a fee of $20,000. 
Mr. Corbin, son of Adjutant General 
Corbin, who accompanies the commis­ 
sion as an attache, will probably get 
$1,500 as a recompense for his services. 
The American government is paying 
the expense of the ladies who are mem­ 
bers of the party, and it is calculated 
that the item of transportation alone foi 
the 85 persons in the party by sea and 
rail will amount to at least $25,000. 
The special expenses of the commission 
in Paris for entertainments, etc., will 
probably be not less than $15,000 oi 
$20,000. 
Taking into consideration the Malaria* 
that will have to be paid to persons who 
take the places of the attaches of the 
commission during their absence from 
Washington, it will be seen therefore 
that $250,000 will scarcely foot the bill.

There was no unfinished busi­ 
ness. petitions or reports to hear and al­ 
though the ordinance to sell the $15,000 
bonds had been prepared it could not 
be passed owing to the lack of members, 
and Mr. Ashbangh remarked that he 
had received several applications for 
membership, but Clerk Hanley replied 
that there were no candidates to initiate 
and the m atter had better lay over. 
Mr. Challis stated that the Vodrev 
company had built a new addition to 
their plant and requested that a fire plug 
be placed at the corner of Elm and 
Robinson street. The water works trus­ 
tees were instructed to put the fire plug 
at the corner as requested. 
Mr. Ashbangh stated that Superin­ 
tendent Morley had seen him a few 
days ago and stated that council had 
been ordering the department to put in 
new plugs from time to time, and when 
the bill was rendered claims committee 
tam ed it down, and the city had paid 
them nothing for 18 months and now 
owed about $800. 
Clerk Hanley said the department 
owed the city between $800 and $900, 
and it would be well to have a settle­ 
ment. 
President Marshall said in view of the 
fact that the department had several ex­ 
tensions to make this year council had 
agreed to pay their interest and had 
done so. 
He expressed an opinion that 
$800 worth of plugs had not been put in. 
Mr. Cain stated that the work of the 
water works department this year had 
been very expensive.

avenue were very costly. 
He sug­

Sewer Pipe Men Have Revived 
an Old Plan.

Sewer pipe manufacturers regard the 
present as a tim e opportune for the re­ 
vival of a movement for the consolida­ 
tion of the sewer pipe making capacity 
east of the Mississippi river, which 
would be something like a f 10,000,OOO 
affair. 
Some im portant concerns which in 
the previous attem pt were indifferent 
whether the works were consolidated or 
remained independent now look with 
decided favor upon the unification idea. 
By this they do not mean one of the 
forms of organization which have been 
popularly dubbed “combines,” “pools,” 
"trusts,” or price agreements, but they 
nave in mind the outright purchase of 
all the properties by an establishment 
created for the purpose. 
This is regarded by leading and strong 
manufacturers in the industry men­ 
tioned as the only adequate and efficient 
method. 
Other methods have been 
tried hard and persistently enough. 
A 
series of meetings, extending through 
several years, were held in Cleveland. 
For a long time the import of these 
gatherings escaped attention. 
About a 
year ago the purpose of establishing a 
selling agency by which all the proper­ 
ties might be grouped in organization 
was accidentally brought to public at­ 
tention. 
Several times it seemed that 
the effort had attained success, but each 
time a snag was encountered, and the 
last breathing spell has been a rather 
long one. 
The experience of the previ­ 
ous attempts will be fully utilized next 
time. It seems that the plan which will 
meet with most favor is the purchase 
with cash of a large part of the valua­ 
tions to be determined. 
W ith the 
properties consolidated it is believed by 
leading figures in the business that 
sewer pipe company holdings would be 
greatly enhanced in value, desirability, 
and earning capacity. 
A statement to the effect that Attor­ 
ney General Monnett had received in­ 
formation of a movement in progress 
for the creation of a sewer pipe “combi­ 
nation” has been received from Colum­ 
bus. 
There is doubt whether the infor­ 
mation which he has relates to some six 
months old news, or whether he really 
has an inkling of a fresh effort. 
Al­ 
though trace of the latter is not to be 
found in excellent Cleveland sources 
of information, it is about time for a 
new movement to begin. 
As to the al­ 
leged intention of the attorney general 
to arrest any such effort, promotors 
manifest some amusement, for they say 
that any attack upon the actual consoli­ 
dations to which industry unifiers now 
resort would have to be directed at the 
right of incorporation itself. 


P O R T O 
R I C O ’ S C H I E F 
N E E D . 


T h ere Mnn* Be C u r r e n c y R e fo rm B e­ 
fo re G r e a t P ro g r e a a la P o ssib le . 
Before any important progress can be 
made in Porto Rico there is one ques­ 
tion which must he settled by the 
American government. 
This is the 
question of the currency. 
The Porto 
Kican standard of values is now the sil­ 
ver 
peso, containing IOO 
centavo* 
worth $1 were silver at the ratio of I ti 
to I. 
It contains approximately the 
same amount of silver as our dollar, 
but it is not redeemable in gold. Hence 
gold is at a premium, and this premium 
is, of course, unstable. 
The bullion 
value of the peso is scarcely more than 
one-third of a dollar, and the Porto 
Rican government, which has stamped 
it as a dollar, is no more. The peso 
must be retired, and the question up­ 
permost in the minds of the business 
community in San Juan is the figure at 
vvhich the United States government 
intends to redeem it. 
When the Americans landed at Ponce, 
they needed the Porto Rican currency, 
and for a few days the banks and the 
merci)ants gave 2 pesos for each dollar 
in gold. 
Then the premium suddenly 
fell from IOO to 75 per cent. There was 
an apparent agreement among those 
possessed of pesos to hold on to them if 
a higher premium were demanded. Gen­ 
eral Miles endeavored to keep up the 
rate by having the custom house make 
the exchange at two for one, but the 
customs receipts were not sufficient to 
supply even the government’s needs. 
Private citizens were obliged to take 75 
per cent. At Gnayama General Brooke 
arbitrarily established the rate of ex­ 
change at IOO per cent, bnfc the mer­ 
chants only observed it when purchases 
were made. 
You could not get money 
changed at better than 75. Here in Ban 
Juan 75 is the best that can be obtained, 
and many of the Porto Ricans maintain 
that the rate will go still lower, some 
predicting that it will reach 50, and 
they declare that if the government a t­ 
tempts to redeem the pesos at only its 
bullion value they will make a fight. 
Thus the whole business community is 
unsettled aud must be until the ques­ 
tion is settled. Fix once for all the cur­ 
rency of the island, tyjd the prosperity 
which will follow will soon heal the 
sores of the war.—New York Sun.

I ii the 
front part of the cellar Dr. Sautter fit­ 
ted up a room in a luxurious manner, 
with carpets, rugs, handsome furniture 
and pictures. 
It also contained a fold­ 
ing tied for himself and another for his 
suffering, motherless boy. The apart­ 
ment was lighted by electricity. 
The 
remainder of the cellar was made a 
playground for Willie. 
The experiment proved a success, for 
the boy visibly improved in the semi- 
darkness, his nervousness disappeared, 
his sleep was sound, and the convulsions 
became less frequent. With loving care 
the father amused and taught his boy. 
Willie learned to spell aud read, a box 
of tools gave him employment aud a 
tricycle exercise. Here for two years iii 
his subterranean home the boy grew 
and thrived. 
After a time Dr. Sautter 
began taking Willie into the open day­ 
light in a closely curtained carriage un­ 
til he believed that the child could en­ 
dure sunlight. Full of this hope, he took 
Willie to Dobbs Ferry for a holiday, 
but scarcely had they arrived when the 
boy was seised with terrific convulsions, 
and he died before be could be carried 
back to his cellar home. The case has 
excited considerable interest in the med­ 
ical fraternity.—New York Journal.

Two important railway inventions 
are, writes our Vienna correspondent, 
being tested by the Austrian ministry 
of railways. 
The first, which is a new form of sig 
naling, is described as follows: When 
the signal is placed at danger, the ap 
paratus is moved near the rails in such 
a position as to come into contact with 
a corresponding mechanism attached to 
everv engine. At the moment of contact 
this mechanism automatically causes 
the engine’s whistle to blow, shuts off 
the steam and simultaneously applies 
the brake. At the official trials on the 
Staatsbahu a traiu traveling 50 railes an 
hour was brought to a standstill within 
300 yards by thin contrivance. 
It is 
claimed that this invention would ren­ 
der such accidents as arise through mis- 
understanding or inattention to signals 
almost an impossibility. 
Another proposed method of checking 
existing signals is the division of a rail­ 
road into so called electric sections.
